dressed a circular letter 10 the promi- 
nent business men of Fresno asking for 
their assaistance in maintaining the 
club, to the extent of becoming members 
and paying the small monthly dues 
which are the principal source of 
revenue. 


Tliie request should receive n hearty 


response. There ie not a particle of ex- 
aggetfation in the statement that it is 
one ol the most practically useful insti- 
tutions now in existence in this city. 
Ita active membership is chiefly com- 
posed of you tic men who find in the 
splendid gymnasium and in the reading 
room with which it is equipped a place 
in, which to spend in innocent and prof- 
itable recreation the time in which thej 
are not otherwise employed. The ath- 
letic c!uh has proven iteelf an attraction 
which keeps scores of the young men 
and boys of this city from 
seeking 


amusement in places which would de- 
stroy instead of develop their physical 
and mental manhood. 


It is to the material interest of the 


business men of Fresno to assist in 
maintaining such an institution, aside 
from any consideration of benefit which 
It will confer upon others. There ie 
probably not a business house in the 
city which is not benefited indirectly 
by the advantages which this club con- 
fers upon its employees. The recreation 
they obtain there does not unfit them 
for their daily work, but to the contrary 
fita them for better service in either 
sedentary or active occupations. The 
exercises of the gymnasium are health- 
ful and stimulating, and the associa- 
tions are ae good as can be fouud any- 
where. 


Considered from a purely philan- 


thropic standpoint, the club is entitled 
W) a liberal support. It promotes the 
morality of its membership as well as 
their physical and mental vigor, and 
probably acco-nplishca more good 
this direction thun many organizations 
which are far more expensive to main- 
tain. People who have no other inter- 
est in this matter than the moral wel- 
fare of the young men of this city can 
well afford to add their names to the 
roll and contribute the email monthly 
•Upend required. The circular referred 
to states that the club can be properly 
maintained at a cost of $225 per month. 
The membership of .the club should be 
Huflicient 
to 
not only supply this 


amount, but a surplus to devote to im- 
proving the equipments of its attractive 
place of recreation. 


LOS ANGELES IS ANXIOUS.

lie markets of the world, but as euch 
u outlet must be found and San Fran* 
isco apparently has not the enterprise 
to furnish it, it becomes necessary to 
ook to a more Wide-awake ttnd pro 
;roesivo city for the accomplishment of 
a project so important to all concerned. 
The people of the San Joaquin valley 
will just as willingly join hands with 


Angeles as it will with the ancient 


netropolis in binding together the com- 
lercial interests of the rich valley with 
point supplying the facilities for the 


satisfactory distribution of the products 
if her fertile soil. 


The enterprise of the Los Augeleau 


commends that thriving young city to 
the people of the Sail Joaquin valley 
a desirable point with which to Join in 
the march of progress. 


The people of lx>s Angeles, observing 


the dilatory movements of the Traffic 
Association in tho matter of construct- 
ing a competing railway into the San 
Joaquin valley, are beginning to take H 
lively interest in that project, with a 
vifiw'to having the terminus of the road 
in that city instead of San, Francisco, 
The Times of yesterday makes the fol 
lowing earnest appeal to tlie Los An- 
geles chamber of commerce to take hold 
of the enterprise: 


Why cannot we make an organized 


effort to promote the bui ding of a com- 
peting, independent line from Los An- 
geles to the San Joaquin valley, such as 
was proposed in the letter from Kings 
county, received by the president of tho 
chamber of commerce? Ban Francieco 
lias been struggling with tho project ol 
an independent San Joutjuin valley line 
for sometime past but does not seem 
to be making very rapid progress. The 
amount oT subscription needed to insure 
the Im Ming ot tliia road is said to be 
not more tban $350,000. The fact that 
euch a sum as line cannot be raised in 
twenty-four hours in a wealthy city like 
Sail Francisco is not very creditable to 
the enterprise o[ its citizens. Hut then 
the people of San Francisco have BO 
long been hopelessly in the power of the 
Southern Pacific Company that they 
ecern to have got out of the way of help- 
inu themselves.

ia different. 
We are accustomed to 


competing lines of railroads, and know 
what a benefit they are. 
We have en- 


terprise, and we have something tike 
(11,000,000 on deposit in the banks ol 
tins city atone, why can we not meel 
tiiese people of the Sau Joaquin vallej 
who are so anxious to trade witb us, a1 
least half way, and build a railroad to 
connect with them that will enable the 
producers of those counties to shiptheii 
crops to tide water at a reasonable rate' 
Such a railroad would also open up a 
considerable section in the northern 
part of LOB Angeles county, which at 
present only needs railway connection 
to settle up rapidly. The main advant- 
age of each a line, however would be 
that it would insure us a largely iucreasec 
trade and would place LOB Angeles in an 
impregnable position 
aa the com- 


mercial center of a section of the 
State that is already equal in impor 
tauce to that wbi>:h ia controlled by San 
Francisco, and which is growing much 
faster than the northern half of the 
State. In other words it would make a 
commercial rivalry between Log An- 
geles and San Francisco no longer a 
mere possibility but a probability also 
and a probability of the not very die tan 
future. 


Will not the Los Angeles Chamber o 


Commerce, which has already accom- 
plished BO much good for this section, 
take action in this matter? This is i 
rare opportunity whicn we cannot affbn 
to let slip. Upon whether this load 
shall be built to the north or to the 
south depends the direction tbat will be 
taken by tlie trade of the great San 
Joaquin Valley, one of tbe richest in the 
world, and capable of supporting 
donee population. 


Fresno and the San .loaquin valle; 


stand ready to join either Los AngeJe 
or San Francisco in the construction o 
a competing road. It ia true that San 
Francieco affords some present ndvant 
age in tbe way ot ocean commerce, bul 
with the completion of a deep watei 
harbor at Los Angeles, which ia only a 
question of a short period of time, any 
differences elill existing in tbat respec 
would'be more tban offset by ttie fac 
tbat Die southern metropolis will afford 
trane-oontmental as wtll aa water com 
petition.

And in finally forgiving de Lessens 


much tho world v?ill perhaps do cotn- 
pleter justice than it knows. For it is 
quite cert;.in that the ^rent Frenchman 
was impelled to undertake 'the Panama 
enterprise not in .fraud nor in corrup- 
tion, but in an overwhelming eclf-con- 
fidcuce. lie had so dug the Suez canal 
out jf the samla of opposition and diffi- 
culty, as it were, that he had grown to 
liave faith in hie own alii lilies us super- 
human, whereas the human stamp was 
upon him, as on us all. This was his 
mistake, and though error It was, "the 
error was noble, the vanity fine." 


That the man contemplated fraud in 


connection with the Panama canal it is 
impossible to believe. His life struc- 
ture was so glorious that selfishness 
alone, had he no higher motive, would 
have deterred him from wrecking it by 
corruption. 
Hut his heart was in the 


work, money was needed, there were 
those to whisper to him how it might be 
safely ii questionably obtained; and so, 
looking to his own great object, he fell. 


That long silver thread which, creep- 


ing past the land where long-dead Pha- 
raohs reigned, unites the waters of tho 
blue Mediterranean and those ol the In- 
dian occacgwill serve as dc Lcsscpe* 
monument when Panama is a forgotten 
name, and on the white sails of every 
vessel that traverses it the story of his 
glory will bo written for all who care to 
read. He was A great man who has 
'moved on;" let the history of the latt 
decade of his eventful life be buried 
with him.

Let it be decided by courts of tinal jur- 
isdiction that a man may be twice 
placed in jeopardy of his life on the 
same charge, and the question wll arise 
whether there is sucha thing as definite- 
ness and stability about any law. The 
Connecticut decision will not be &pt to 
be followed elsewhere; it la too revolu- 
tionary in its nature.

The work done be 
twecn Monterey and Salinas has been o 
the most substantial kind. The road 
bed ia made for nine miles, aud consid 
erable other work is done.
